of relief have omitted to take the oath provided by 
law ; or when the assessors in any town have assessed 
any company or corporation under a name or firm by

[Continued to the next General Assembly, and ordered to be printed with Public Acts.] 

An Act relating to a Homestead Exemption. 

Be it enacted "by the Senate and House of Hepresentatives in 
General Assembly convened : 

Sec. 1. That so much of a homestead, or domicil, being the 
property of any one person, having a family, as does not exceed 
in value the sum of seven hundred dollars, and as will reasonably 
and conveniently accommodate only such person and family, and 
such live stock as is now exempt by law from warrant or attach- 
ment, shall be, and the same hereby is, exempt from any levy or 
sale, by virtue of any judgment or decree of any court of law or 
equity, in this state, founded on any tort or contract committed 
or made after the passage of this act, except the same be for the 
mortgage or purchase money of said Homestead or domicil, or for 
mechanic's hen thereon for labor, materials and expenses per- 
formed, furnished, incurred, and duly secured under provisions of 
existing law. 

Sec. 2. That a like exemption, as provided in the preceding 
section of this act, shall be and the same hereby is extended to 
whatever structure, apartment, tenement or addition, made from 
time to time in connection with, or in reference to, such home- 
stead or domicil, and as may be reasonably necessary to accom- 
modate as aforesaid, though the same thereby may in some meas- 
ure be enhanced in value ; provided^ that all structures, apart- 
ments, tenements or additions, not reasonably necessary for the 
accommodation aforesaid, shall not be affected by this act. 

Sec. 3. That the benefits of the provisions of this act be and the 
same are hereby extended to the homestead or domicil of the 
widow of such person, being owner thereof as aforesaid, at the 
time of his decease, during the period of her life, for the use and 
benefit of herself and resident children of her deceased husband ;

" Every male citizen of the United States who shall have at- 
tained the age of twenty-one years, who shall have resided in this 
State for a term of one year next preceding, and in the town in 
which he may offer himself to be admitted to the privileges of an 
elector, at least six months next preceding the time at which he 
may so offer himself, and shall be able to read any article of the 
Constitution, or any section of the Statues of this State, and shall 
sustain a good moral character, shall, on taking such oath as may 
be prescribed by law, become an elector."
